The bourd handed down a decision 
refusing to approve the petition of 
railroad executives that all shop w ork­ 
ers be placed on a piece work Ii.isis 
instead of un hourly rate. 
The N orthwestern 
railroad acting 
with other linen had asked for abol­ 
ishment of the present paying straight 
time for work in shops. 
It bad been one of the most bitter 
contest before the labor hoard. 
The 
board here declared the men should 
be paid on an hourly basis, and eight 
hours shall constitute a working day. 
However, lf carriers and employes 
agree th at the work shall be paid on 
a piece work basis, it will not be a 
violation of the board's orders. 
The 
board upheld the railroad contention 
that shop w orkers should be forced to 
undergo a physical examination to de­ 
term ine whether or not they were fit 
to do the work. 
Tiiis has also been 
bitterly contested between railroads 
and unions. 
The seniority rights of the employes 
m ust be upheld, the board announced, 
except in cases where they have left 
one kind of work on their own re ­ 
quest and engaged in another class oi 
labor with the sam e company.

Last year there were fewer boys 
brought into juvenile court than in 
previous years while the num ber of 
girl delinquents increased. 


AEL LINES WILL NOT BE CALLED 


OI T AT ONCE ACCORDING 


TO PLANS 


(By United Press.) 
Chicago. Oct. 14 -Railroad w orkers 
hurled their ultimatum at their em­ 
ployers today by deciding to strike 
October 30 unless negotiations 
for 
wages and working conditions were 
re-opened. 
Railroad executives who met here 
today defied the moat powerful labor 
unions in the nation by proceeding 
with plana to slash wages in face of 
a strike. 
The decision to strike was reached 
by iieadH of the railroad brotherhoods 
early today following days of confer­ 
ences. 
According to the plans mapped out 
by union heads, men of all lines will 
not he culled out ut once. 
The na­ 
tion’s transportation system hun been 
divided into ten groups for striking 
purposes. 
Workers on the roads com prising 
one group, must be called out first. 
Then if the management refuses to 
confer with the men in view of better­ 
ing wages and working conditions the 
next group will be called out and so 
on down the line until every one of the 
two million workers 
have 
deserted 
their posts and tied up the uation’a 
transportation system. 
The big brotherhoods have the back­ 
ing of the federated shop crofts, who 
ure affiliated with the railroad depart­ 
ment of the American Federation of 
Labor. 
The shop men, of which Bert M, 
Jewel Is president, were the first to 
vole overwhelmingly iii 
favor of a 
strike, but held up their decision pend­ 
ing action of the brotherhoods. 
All union men will act together in 
Hie crisis, It wue been decided by lead­ 
ers. 
The 84 riko vote was taken in pro­ 
test against the twelve per cent cut 
In wages which took place on July I 
on order of the U. 8. railroad labor 
bourd. 
Since then however several men high 
in Hie council of unionism have stated 
they would not use their powerful club 
unless another attempt was made to 
cut wages. 
Things moved rapidly to 
a head following news thut was given 
out by the unemployment conference 
in Washington that leaders in the par­ 
ley Tuvor a reduction in wages so that 
freight rates may be slashed 
in 
an 
effort to stimulate stagnant business 
conditions. 


Union Chiefs Ask For Conference

Warren S. Stone, acting on behalf 
ot the union heads, sent a letter to 
tho railroad executives meeting at the 
Blackstone hotel, asking thut a joint 
meeting be arranged.

Railroad executives who met here 
today defied the most powerful labor 
unions in the nation by proceeding 
With plana to slash wages in face of 
a strike. 
The decision to strike was reached 
by heads of the railroad brotherhoods 
early today following days of confer­ 
ences. 
According to the plans mapped out 
by union heuds, men of all lines will 
not lie called out ut once. 
The na­ 
tion's transportation system hus been 
divided into ten groups for striking 
purposes. 
Workers on the roads comprising 
one group, must be called out first. 
Then if the managem ent refuses to 
confer with the men In view of better­ 
ing wages und working conditions the 
next group will be called out aud mo 
on down the line until every one of the 
two million workers 
have 
deserted 
their posts and lied up the nation's 
transportation system. 
The big brotherhoods have the back­ 
ing of tho federated shop crofts, who 
ure affiliated with the railroad depart­ 
ment of the American Federation of 
Labor. 
The shop men, of which Hart M. 
Jewel is president, were the first to 
vote overwhelmingly in favor of a 
strike, but held up their decision pend­ 
ing action of the brotherhoods. 
All union men will act together in 
tho crisis, It was been decided by lead­ 
ers. 
The strike vote was taken in pro­ 
test uguinst the twelve per cent cut 
in wages which took place on July I 
on order of the U. H. railroad labor 
hoard. 
Since then however several men higli 
in tile council of unionism have stated 
they would not use their powerful d a b 
unless another attem pt was made to 
cut wages.
